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The UN Wants to Be Our 
World Government by 2030

In 2015 the UN took a giant 
step towards the global government 
that was only hinted at in their first 
organizing document. They issued a 
document entitled “Transforming Our 
World: the 2030 Agenda for 

Sustainable Development.” This 
document has 91 sections of the UN’s 
program for world government. The 91 
items are addressing issues under the 
five headings of People, Planet, 
Prosperity, Peace, and Partnership. 
Additionally, the document provides 17 
Sustainable Development Goals 
(SDGs) to improve life on the planet. 

According to the UN World 
Commission on Environment and 
Development “sustainable development 
is development that meets the needs of 
the present without compromising the 
ability of future generations to meet 
their own needs.” The UN’s earlier 
ideals of rights, freedom, equality, and 
justice are subsumed under meeting of 
needs and an explicit environmentalism 
which emphasizes preventing the 
depletion of scarce planetary 
resources. Of course, the takeoff is the 
Marxist axiom that society should be 
organized around the idea of “from 
each according to his ability to each 
according to his needs.” Thus, Marxism 
is implicit in sustainability, but is 
nuanced by its alliance with seemingly 
scientific adjustments and goals related 
to environmentalism. A technical jargon 
is welded to Marxist intentionality to 
produce a sense of fittingness and 
modern progress. 

“Transforming Our World” is 
cast in a stream of consciousness of 
pious platitudes for a utopian future. It 
is an outsize utopian dream. Five of the 
17 SDGs pertain to the environment. 
There are goals for the cities, for 
women, for the poor, and even for life 
under the water. Absolutely no sphere 
of human activity is exempt from 
control by the UN. The key word of 
course is no longer the “rights” of the 


UN's “Universal Declaration of Human 
Rights” except the oblique reference in 
Article 19. In fact, this writer did not see 
the word rights even once in this 
document even though that word 
appeared in practically every sentence 
of the original UN declaration. 

The one-worlders of the 1960s 
are now in the UN driver’s seat, and 
they have made their move. The 
overlay of Marxist talk about “meeting 
needs” has moved to center stage. The 
UN has assigned itself a time frame for 
moving forward in its plan for planetary 
hegemony. 

This projected transformation 
detailing (yet without details) a new 
world order of environmental 
responsibility and a significant 
reduction of poverty and hunger never 
speaks to the practical dimension of 
vast manipulations of people by cynical 
leaders and ignorant bureaucrats who 
hold their positions through terrorism 
and bribery. They never discuss 
incompetence and corruption, twin 
brothers in the family of venality. The 
document portrays a sincere world 
where all those in power want to help 
humanity despite the daily evidence of 
the selfishness, corruption, murderous 
intents, devilish manipulations, thefts, 
personal immoralities, hatreds, and 
utter depravity of many governmental 
leaders in every country in the world, 
and among the leaders of business as 
well. Is not the Agenda for Sustainable 
Development itself one of those 
devilish manipulations? 

The sustainability ideal is not 
wedded to a Christian worldview; 
instead, individual liberty is submerged 
in a scientifically determined collectivist 
mindset with final decisions in the 
hands of the devilish, all-knowing Big 
Brothers. The relevance of the 
individual is downplayed. It is being put 
forward by a UN that is no longer pro¬ 
western, a much larger body than 
existed in 1945. Will you accept it, or is 
it time, more than ever before, to begin 
rethinking our membership in that 
unsustainable body?

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Rise of the Armed Left

ATLANTA — “There 
shouldn’t be any question in anybody’s 
mind in this country that fascism is 
here,” said Oso, a trash collector from 
rural Georgia in his late 30s. That’s part 
of the reason, he said, that he’s into 
guns: “I wear a pistol every day 
because I’m a Jewish person in the 
South.” 

Oso was sitting with a 
handful of other members of the 
Socialist Rifle Association, a new, 
swiftly growing left-wing gun group, in a 
gentrifying Atlanta neighborhood. 
(None of them wanted their last names 
used.) 

The mission of the S.R.A. is 
“to arm and train the working class for 
self-defense.” 

It launched in its current 
form this spring and now has several 
hundred dues-paying members and 
over 30 chapters. This Monday, 28 new 
people joined, the group said. 

Most of the left has embraced 
gun control, something that’s unlikely to 
change anytime soon. But it was 
probably inevitable that, as our politics 
have become more polarized and 
violent, a nascent left-wing gun culture 
would emerge. 

The Houston chapter of the 
Huey P. Newton Gun Club, started in 
2014, in 2016, faced off against armed 
anti-Muslim demonstrators outside a 
Nation of Islam mosque in South 
Dallas. 

In addition to Ahsekh’s group 
and the Socialist Rifle Association, 
there are the gun-toting anti-fascists of 
Redneck Revolt, an organization 
founded in Kansas in 2009 that now 
has chapters all over the country, and 
the queer and trans gun group Trigger 
Warning, started last year. Left-wing 
gun culture has already grown enough 
to produce defectors; in March The 
New Republic published an essay 
titled, “Confessions of a Former Left- 
Wing Gun Nut.” 






“Everybody’s afraid. 

Everybody’s scared. They don’t know 
what to do,” said Daryle Lamont 
Jenkins, founder of the One People’s 
Project, an antifa organization. “They’re 
looking at this crowd that brags about 
how they have all the guns and they’re 
going to start a second civil war and all 
this nonsense.” Jenkins carried a gun 
when he went to face off against white- 
nationalist protesters in Charlottesville, 
Va., last year. He understands why 
most on the left still support gun 
restrictions, but said, “The bigger 
concern for me is not being protected 
when a threat comes your way.” 

As a squishy liberal, I 
generally find the idea of adding more 
guns to our febrile politics frightening 
and dangerous. But sometimes a small 
desperate part of me thinks that if our 
country is going to be awash in 
firearms, maybe it behooves the left to 
learn how to use them. If nothing else, 
an armed left might once again create 
a bipartisan impetus for gun control. 

The members of the S.R.A. I 
met, far from being cosplay 
revolutionaries, have adopted bylaws 
banning members from advocating 
violence, and they have strict rules 
about carrying weapons at protests. As 
their bylaws say, they don’t want to be 
seen as a “militia or anti-fascist action 
group.” 

The S.R.A. comes off more 
like a wholesome civic organization 
than a revolutionary underground. It 
recently became a 501(c)(4) nonprofit, 
and its members spend a lot of time on 
mutual aid projects like collecting funds 
and supplies for hurricane relief.

Demanding Moms talking 
points show their word games

At the gun-control forum on 
domestic violence and guns at George 
Mason University last week the 12- 
person panel spent most of its time off 
the topic, railing on all things gun. 
There was emphasis that if the 
Democrats get control of the House 
and Senate, they can change the 
landscape on gun rights. 

There were a few voices on 
the panel supportive of gun rights, but 
the panel seemed to be stacked heavily 
for gun control. As usual, while gun- 
control groups like the Demanding 
Moms were part of the panel, no such 
invitations were sent out to gun-right 
organizations. VCDL was brought up 
several times by the panel, yet they 
didn't bother to ask us to give input. 

That's not really a surprise, 
of course. Gun-controllers want to be 
in total control of their message 
because they are not comfortable trying 
to defend that message with facts, 
logic, and reason. You are just 
supposed to accept and not question 
what they say. The antis are "tolerant" 
people who do not tolerate dissent. 
They want to control everything, 
including guns. 

One of the signs 
photographed at the Demanding Mom's 
booth shows the semantic games the 
antis like to play to hide their true 
motives. Here some of the wording on 
those signs, with my comments in 
square brackets: 

WORDS WE USE 

* We try not to use the term 
"gun control" - rather "gun sense" or 
"gun safety." The gun lobby has 
worked for decades to tie together the 
term "gun control" and the idea that we 
want to "take your guns away." That 
term is a conversation-stopper for 
many gun owners who, when you 
actually talk policy, agree with us. We 
are working to build a movement that 
includes gun owners and non-gun 
owners alike. Our work is about 
keeping guns out of the hands of 
felons, domestic abusers and people 
with dangerous mental illness. [PVC: 
The antis think that all gun owners fall 
into one of those three categories.] 

* We take on the dangerous 
proposals put forward by the NRA's 
extremist leadership. We don't go after 
"gun owners" or "NRA members." 
Polling shows us that gun owners and 
NRA members agree with us on the 
most important gun safety issues. We 
are careful not to criticize these groups 
of people who we want as part of our 
movement to prevent gun violence. 
[PVC: They are hoping if they can 


deceive enough gun owners, they can 
get some traction legislatively.] 

* We are part of the gun 
violence prevention movement. We 
support the Second Amendment, but 
we feel that must go hand-in-hand with 
common-sense gun laws and a culture 
of gun safety. We are not anti-gun, we 
are ant-gun violence and pro-gun 
safety. [PVC: Gun safety to the antis 
means no one but the government has 
guns. They believe the Second 
Amendment actually confers gun 
ownership only to the government, 
hence their "support" for the 2A.]

Back-to-school shopping: 
Bulletproof backpacks, other 
protection on the to-buy list

Maya Rockafellow checked 
off a list of back-to-school supplies for 
her 6-year-old son. 

Classroom supplies? 

Check. Backpack? Check. Bulletproof 
backpack panel? Check. 

Alarmed by the fatal 
shootings of 17 in February at a 
Parkland, Florida, school the Michigan 
mother bought a BulletSafe panel to 
keep her only child safe. 

39 - or nearly one-quarter 
of the 160 U.S. mass shooting 
incidents that occurred between 2000 
and 2013 - erupted in elementary 
schools, high schools or institutions of 
higher education, according to a report 
by the FBI and Texas State University. 

School Guard Glass, a 
Massachusetts-based company, sells 
intruder-resistant glass that won't 
necessarily stop a shooter's bullets but 
will remain intact for four minutes or 
more. That's often long enough for 
police to reach the scene of an attack. 

Guard Dog Security 
produces bulletproof ProShield II 
backpacks that offer protection from 
potential shooters. Office Depot and 
Home Depot both are selling the 
backpacks. 

BulletSafe and Guard Dog 
Security say their products are able to 
stop bullets from nearly all handguns. 
However, they acknowledge that the 
products likely wouldn't stop bullets 
from the military-style rifles used in the 
Parkland, Florida, tragedy. 

As a high school student in 
Somerset, Wisconsin, Justin Rivard 
responded to his shop teacher's 
challenge about improving school 
safety by creating a steel-plates-and- 




rods device that prevents an intruder 
from opening a school's inward¬ 
opening doors. His company is selling 
his JustinKase device to a growing list 
of schools. The company has handled 
approximately 300 orders, ranging from 
a single device - which the company 
sells for $115 each plus shipping - to 
school districts that order dozens.

MIT student designs gun that 
can only be fired by its owner

A 21-year-old student at 
MIT has designed a “smart gun” that 
has a fingerprint sensor on the grip of 
the gun, which only allows its owners to 
fire. 

Kai Kloepfer, the lanky 
founder of Biofire, grew up in Boulder, 
Colorado, just 30 minutes away from 
the movie theater in Aurora where 12 
people were killed and dozens were 
injured in a 2012 shooting. 

That horrific event left 
Kloepfer deeply perturbed, but also 
inspired. 

Over the years, smart gun 
designers have adopted radio 
frequency technology, satellite signal, 


biometric sensors or other gadgetry to 
create a gun capable of recognizing its 
owner. The idea of smart gun is to 
enhance safety by preventing other 
than the authorized parties from firing 
the weapons. 

Gun researchers noted that 
mass shooting fatalities account for no 
more than 2 percent of total deaths 
from firearm violence. Suicide and 
accidents make up nearly two-thirds of 
all gun violence, according to the 
Centers for Disease Control and 
Prevention. The American Academy of 
Pediatrics data shows that over 1.69 
million kids age 18 and under are living 
in households with loaded and 
unlocked firearms, setting the scene for 
possible tragedy. 

Initially interested in iris 
recognition, Kloepfer realized after a 
few weeks that most gun owners would 
wear glasses for protection, preventing 
the technology from scanning the 
owner's eyes. 

In 2013, he won a grand 
prize in the Intel International Science 
and Engineering Fair for his plastic 
smart gun prototype. The next year, 
The Smart Tech Challenges 
Foundation gave him a $50,000 grant 
in support of his project. With the grant, 
Kloepfer launched a functioning live- 
firing prototype of his design in 2016. 

He said it is the first smart 
gun with fingerprint sensor in the world. 

The smart gun that Kloepfer 
designed contains a fingerprint sensor 
where your middle finger naturally 
lands while gripping a gun. It takes 
under half a second for the sensor to 
react and unlock the gun. It also allows 
the authorized owner to register 
additional users by pushing a button 
and inputting both the owner’s and 
another person’s fingerprints. 

The owner has full control 
over all the users, and can delete their 
own fingerprints in the system before 
selling the firearm to someone else. 

Kloepfer's technology is 
powered by a battery that lasts for a full 
year, and only takes 15-20 minutes to 
charge. 

Currently, the team is 
testing with prototypes to ensure the 
gun works 99.999 percent of the time. 
The process has proved strenuous, 
due to high safety demand for the 
technology and financial limitations. 

Explains Kloepfer. “We 
want to provide gun owners a better 
tool to secure their own firearm, and to 
maintain control over it.”

Study: Demand for concealed 
carry weapons permits 


skyrocketing despite anti-gun 
campaigning

The number of concealed 
carry weapons permits is skyrocketing, 
despite aggressive anti-gun 
campaigns. 

Issued CCW [carrying a 
concealed weapon] permits have 
increased about 275 percent over a 10- 
year period, from 4.6 million permits in 
2007 to more than 17.25 million permits 
in 2018, according to a study released 
Friday by Crime Prevention Research 
Center. 

The figure has increased 
every year and is expected to continue 
increasing. 

From 2007 through 2018, 
women and minorities represent the 
largest demographic increase. When 
compared to white individuals, permits 
for Asian and black individuals spiked 
29 percent and 20 percent faster, 
respectively. 

“That increase in women 
and minorities mirrors their changing 
views on guns,” John Lott, the founder 
of the CPRC, told Fox News. 

“A poll by [the] Pew 
[Research Center] shows a 25 
percentage point increase in the 
proportion of blacks with a favorable 
view of gun ownership. This is the 
largest increase of any group.” 

Among all women the 
increase was 11 percent, and the 
increase among men was 8 percent. 

The study also showed that 
CCW permit holders are “extremely” 
law-abiding citizens. 

In Florida and Texas, states 
with the largest number of permit 
issued, permit holders are convicted of 
misdemeanor and felony crimes at 
about one-sixth of the rate that law 
enforcement officers are convicted, 
according to reports. 

“The states that we have 
seen a slowing of permits have 
primarily been these ‘constitutional 
carry’ states where a permit is no 
longer required,” Lott told the Fox 
News. 

“Indeed, some of those 
states have even seen a drop in the 
number of permits even though the 
number of people carrying in those 
places has undoubtedly gone up,” he 
added.

Grandson, Then Police Shot 
Him

Colorado police shot and 
killed a decorated Vietnam War veteran 
in his home after he killed a naked 
intruder who tried to strangle his 11- 
year-old grandson. 

Richard Black, 73, and his 
stepson attempted to wrest the man off 
of the boy but, after failing to separate 
them, Black shot the man twice in the 
chest. Aurora police arrived on the 
scene and reportedly shot and killed 
Black in his own home. 

Black's wife, Jeanette, had 
called the police during the altercation 
and described the intruder to 
authorities as a black man and her 
husband and son as white men, so as 
to avoid confusion. 

Police described the 
incident from their perspective and said 
that officers responded to a 911 call 
saying that an intruder was breaking 
into the house. They arrived to a "very 
chaotic and violent scene" and upon 
entering the house "encountered an 
armed male." They shot first and asked 
questions later, determining afterward 
that the armed male was the 
homeowner.

The Remarkable Journey of 
Lewis and Clark

“Ocian in view! O! the joy,” 
wrote William Clark in his journal, but 
the next day, Nov. 8, 1805, Lewis and 
Clark realized they were still only at 
Gray’s Bay, 20 miles from the Pacific. 
Clark wrote: “We found the swells or 
waves so high that we thought it 
imprudent to proceed. ... The seas 
rolled and tossed the canoes in such a 
manner this evening that several of our 
party were sea sick.” 

The journal continued: “We 
at length turned a point, and found 
ourselves in a deep bay. ... We 
coasted round the bay, which is about 
four miles across ... called by the 
Indians ... Kilhowanakel. ... We named 
it Meriwether’s Bay, from the Christian 
name of Captain Lewis, who was, no 
doubt, the first white man who had 
surveyed it.” 

Pinned down by drenching, 
cold storms for three weeks, Lewis and 
Clark let the members of the expedition 
decide where to build winter camp. 


They even allowed Clark’s slave “York” 
and the woman Indian guide 
“Sacagawea” to vote. 

In 1805, the Lewis and 
Clark expedition celebrated a humble 
Christmas in their humble new Fort 
Clatsop, near present-day Astoria, 
Oregon. 

Their journal stated: “We 
were awaked at daylight by a discharge 
of firearms, which was followed by a 
song from the men, as a compliment to 
us on the return of Christmas, which we 
have always been accustomed to 
observe as a day of rejoicing. ... The 
remainder of the day was passed in 
good spirits, though there was nothing 
in our situation to excite much gayety. 
The rain confined us to the house, and 
our only luxuries in honor of the season 
were some poor elk, so much spoiled 
that we ate it through sheer necessity, 
a few roots, and some spoiled pounded 
fish. ... We ... endeavored to dry our 
wet articles before the fire. The fleas ... 
have taken such possession of our 
clothes that we are obliged to have a 
regular search every day through our 
blankets as a necessary preliminary to 
sleeping at night. ... Every Indian is 
constantly attended by multitudes of 
them, and no one comes into our 
house without leaving behind him 
swarms of these tormenting insects.” 

President Thomas Jefferson 
had informed Congress, Feb. 19, 1806: 
“Captain Meriwether Lewis, of the First 
Regiment of infantry, was appointed, 
with a party of men, to explore the river 
Missouri from its mouth to its source, 
and, crossing the highlands by the 
shortest portage, to seek the best water 
communication thence to the Pacific 
Ocean; and Lieutenant Clarke was 
appointed second in command.” 

By Clark’s estimate, their 
journey had taken them 4,162 miles 
from the mouth of the Missouri River to 
the Pacific Ocean. Three months 
earlier, on Aug. 12, 1805, Meriwether 
Lewis with three companions, George 
Drouillard, Private John Shields and 
Private Hugh McNeal, reached the 
headwaters of the Missouri. 

Lewis recorded: “The road 
took us to the most distant fountain of 
the waters of the Mighty Missouri. ... 
Private McNeal had exultingly stood 
with a foot on each side of this little 
rivulet and thanked his God that he had 
lived to bestride the mighty and 
heretofore deemed endless Missouri. 
... They had now reached the hidden 
sources of that river, which had never 
yet been seen by civilized man.”

Chesterfield resident charged 
after firing gun while chasing 
2 people he said broke into 
his vehicle

A Chesterfield County 
resident and a larceny suspect were 
charged after police said the resident 
fired shots as he chased two people 
away from a vehicle parked outside his 
home Monday night. No one was 
injured, but a nearby home was struck 
by gunfire. 

DaJohn L. Williams, 24 told 
officers that he had just confronted two 
males who had entered a vehicle on his 
property. 

Williams told officers he 
fired his semi-automatic pistol while in 
pursuit of them, according to police. 

After an investigation Yamil 
G. Perez, 18, was arrested and 
charged with two counts of unlawful 
entry of a vehicle and one count of 
petty larceny. 

Police obtained a warrant 
against Williams on a charge of 
reckless handling of a firearm. He was 
served with the warrant and released. 

“A person cannot use 
deadly force or fire off a weapon to 
defend property,” Capt. Wes Fertig 
said. “That’s why the reckless handling 
of a firearm was placed. What he 
should have done was call 911 and 
give a description and allow us to come 
and do what the police are meant to do 

— not chase after them with a firearm.” 

Fertig indicated that 
Williams did not fire directly at the 
people as he chased them. 

“Reckless handling of a 
firearm is shooting rounds into the air... 
or shooting rounds in the direction of 
someone in a haphazard or reckless 
manner,” he said. “But if you’re directly 
shooting at someone, that would be a 
much more egregious charge, which 
we did not place.”

Toronto votes for a total ban 
on handgun sales

After a mass shooting left 
three people dead, including the 
shooter, in Toronto on Sunday, the city 
council voted to ask the federal 
government to ban the sale of 
handguns within city limits. 

The motion calls on Prime 
Minister Justin Trudeau’s government 
to outlaw the sale of handguns and 
urges the provincial government to ban 
handgun ammunition sales in Toronto. 
The council also voted for stronger 




prevention against gun sales for 
domestic abusers and people with 
mental illness, as well as a crackdown 
on gun trafficking. 

Canadians have been 
concerned about rising gun crime in 
recent years. Toronto has had over 200 
shootings and 26 fatalities so far this 
year, up from 17 shooting deaths 
during the same period in 2017. Terror 
attacks, such as the killing of six 
Muslim men at a mosque in Quebec 
City last year, have also increased 
Canadians’ concerns about access to 
firearms. 

The parents of the killer 
issued a statement to say they were 
devastated by the loss of life and that 
their son had struggled with severe 
mental illness. Their message brought 
additional public scrutiny as to how he 
could have acquired a handgun, which 
is already restricted. 

Under Canadian law, 
handguns require a special license that 
can only be obtained if the owner is a 
target shooter, collector or requires one 
for work purposes. They must also 
pass two trainings from government- 
approved instructors and wait a period 
of 28 days. Unlike in the U.S., 
Canadians do not have a constitutional 
right to bear arms. 

Canada has a somewhat 
different culture around guns and a 
weaker gun lobby than in the U.S. 
States, where mass shootings are 
more common and gun crime far 
higher. Polling released last year also 
shows that a majority of Canadians — 
around 69 percent — would favor a 
strict ban on guns in urban areas. 

Toronto City Council’s 
motion itself has no ability to change 
the criminal code, which would require 
federal legislation. Canadian Public 
Safety Minister Ralph Goodale said the 
government is willing to consider the 
proposal but that it would require a 
complicated and significant rewriting of 
the country’s criminal code.

Britain Struggles With Rise in 
Knife Attacks

LONDON—London’s mayor said it 
would take a generation to solve a 
surge in knife attacks. 

Mayor Sadiq Khan was 
speaking after a spate of four knife 
homicides in London in five days. 

With strict British laws 
making guns hard to obtain, knives 
have become the weapon of choice for 
members of London gangs. As 
stabbings become more frequent, more 
young people feel compelled to carry 


knives for their own protection, fueling 
a cycle of violence. 

The British government last 
month established a £200 million ($261 
million) fund intended to put children 
who are 10 to 14 years old and at risk 
of violence on the right track before 
they become perpetrators. 

Knife violence began 
increasing in 2014 and continues to 
grow. Some lawmakers have blamed 
government cuts to police numbers, 
while others blame the greater 
involvement of teenagers in the sale of 
drugs. 

Despite prison sentences 
getting longer, the number of knife 
crimes in England and Wales jumped 
by 63% in the past four years, 
according to police statistics. Cities are 
the most affected areas with London 
hardest hit. 

Murders in the capital rose 
to 153 between April 2017 and March 
2018, compared with roughly 100 for 
each of the previous six years. Across 
the country, knives are by far the most 
common instrument used in murders, 
official statistics show.

50 Years of Infringements 
after GCA68 Show Only 
Constant is Obsession with 
Control

Media hostility to and 
subversion of the right to keep and 
bear arms has only grown stronger and 
more pervasive over the last 50 years 
since the 1968 Gun Control Act was 
signed into “law” by President Lyndon 
Baines Johnson on October 22 (the 
semicentennial is today). 

A Shooters Club of America 
alert in the January 1968 issue of 
GUNS Magazine warned its readers 
about GCA ’68 author Sen. Thomas 
Dodd: “He has said, ‘I would be for 
abolishing all guns ... I never saw any 
sense in guns anyway, and I do not go 
backward by saying so. I hope 
someday the world will say, Destroy 
them all.’” 

Carl Wolff, who penned the 
regular “Our Man in Washington” 
column warned, “Chances are that 
when Congress closes, all sales of so- 
called mail order guns will be stopped,” 
And all out of state purchases of guns 
will be stopped.” 

Significantly, that was 
supported by the NRA and that is what 
happened (and more). 

This is the kind of history 
that very few today, even in the gun 
owner rights advocacy community, are 


aware of. Fortunately for us, GUNS 
Magazine has seen the value of 
posting its past issues going back to 
Volume One, No. 1-1, from January 
1955, archived on its website. 

It’s been the source of 
remarkable historical finds over the 
years, all the more interesting because 
Democrats are now out of the closet as 
the party of citizen disarmament. Case 
in point, check out this quote in the 
“Know Your Lawmakers” feature from 
the April, 1960 issue by none other 
than John F. Kennedy: 

By CALLING ATTENTION 
to ‘a well-regulated militia,' the 'security' 
of the nation, and the right of each 
citizen ‘to keep and bear arms,' our 
founding fathers recognized the 
essentially civilian nature of our 
economy. Although it is extremely 
unlikely that the fears of governmental 
tyranny which gave rise to the Second 
Amendment will ever be a major 
danger to our nation, the Amendment 
still remains an important declaration of 
our basic civilian-military relationships, 
in which every citizen must be ready to 
participate in the defense of his 
country. For that reason I believe the 
Second Amendment will always be 
important. 

Then there’s this bit of 
wisdom in the February, 1960 issue 
from “liberal icon” Hubert H. Humphrey: 

CERTAINLY ONE of the 
chief guarantees of freedom under any 
government, no matter how popular 
and respected, is the right of citizens to 
keep and bear arms. This is not to say 
that firearms should not be very 
carefully used, and that definite safety 
rules of precaution should not be taught 
and enforced. But the right of citizens 
to bear arms is just one more 
guarantee against arbitrary 
government, one more safeguard 
against a tyranny which now appears 
remote in America, but which 
historically has proved to be always 
possible. 

I always get a kick out of 
introducing readers to these old issues 
- I find most had no idea digitally- 
archived copies even existed and it 
opens up a whole new and vast 
resource that will only grow as time 
goes on. As we prepare to note the 
passing of an anniversary that ought to 
be marked with infamy, we need to 
familiarize ourselves with what 
happened in the past so that we can 
apply its useful lessons to the present. 

That is if we want to make 
the centennial a cause to celebrate a 
victory.

1 st Circuit Court of Appeals 
Rule No Right to Bear Arms 
Outside the Home

November 2018, the First Circuit Court 
of Appeals held the Second 

Amendment effectively does not apply 
outside the home. From uscourts.gov: 

This case involves a 

constitutional challenge to the 

Massachusetts firearms licensing 
statute, as implemented in the 
communities of Boston and Brookline. 
All of the individual plaintiffs sought and 
received licenses from one of those two 
communities to carry firearms in public. 
The licenses, though, were restricted: 
they allowed the plaintiffs to carry 
firearms only in relation to certain 
specified activities but denied them the 
right to carry firearms more generally. 

The plaintiffs say that the 
Massachusetts firearms licensing 
statute, as implemented in Boston and 
Brookline, violates the Second 

Amendment. The district court 

disagreed, and so do we. Mindful that 
“the right secured by the Second 

Amendment is not unlimited, ” District of 
Columbia v. Heller, 554 U.S. 570, 626 
(2008), we hold that the challenged 
regime bears a substantial relationship 
to important governmental interests in 
promoting public safety and crime 
prevention without offending the 

plaintiffs’ Second Amendment 
rights.... In the last analysis, the 
plaintiffs simply do not have the right” 
to carry arms for any sort of 
confrontation” or ‘Tor whatever 
purpose” they may choose. Id. at 595, 
626 (emphasis omitted). 

The Court specifically said the 
decision applies to both open and 
concealed carry of handguns. They 
reserved the power to infringe on 
concealed carry more than open carry. 

Judge Selya wrote the 
decision for the unanimous three-judge 
panel. They held that allowing police to 
decide if a citizen has a “need” to carry 


a gun outside the home allows 
sufficient exercise of Second 
Amendment rights. 

A right that can be arbitrarily 
denied by the government is no right at 
all. 

To date, the Supreme Court 
has been unwilling to take any of circuit 
cases and has allowed the Circuits to 
run roughshod over the exercise of 
Second Amendment Rights outside the 
home. 

There is a clear split in the 
circuits. At present, three circuits have 
held there is a right to carry outside of 
the home. Three have ruled the 
opposite. 

If Judges do not feel bound by 
the Constitution, the Constitution will 
have no force. 

This case will be appealed to 
the Supreme Court. The question is 
whether the Supreme Court will grant a 
writ of certiorari, that is, will decide to 
hear the case. 

President Trump has 
appointed two originalists and 
textualists to the Supreme Court. That 
may tip the balance. They may vote to 
hear the case. 

President Trump has also 
appointed 29 appellate court judges in 
his first two years. That is a record for 
appellate court justices in the first two 
years of a president’s term in office.
